1. Claims 3, 14, 17, 19-21, 23, 25-30, 43 and 44 are pending in the instant application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on December 17, 2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

3. The amendments to the claims filed on December 17, 2008 have been fully considered. 
The outstanding grounds of rejection/objection are maintained. See below. 

4. The objection to claim 20 is maintained . The following correction is suggested: insert

carboxamkte; ; replace "and" on the 

last line with "or." 

5. The obviousness type double patenting rejection is maintained because the claims are not 
yet allowable. Applicant's arguments are noted. Pursuant MPEP 804, the provisional rejection 
over US 1 1/467,577 will be withdrawn upon allowability of the generic claims.
